A new rule proposed by the Federal Trade Commission 
could affect everyone who wears glasses or contact 
lenses. It would allow ophthalmologists (physicians 
specializing in eye care), optometrists (nondoctors 
trained to test vision) and opticians (people who make 
and sell glasses but who aren’t licensed to examine eyes) 
to advertise the prices of their services. Most state and 
local laws, as well as professional codes of ethics, now 
restrain such advertising. 
According to the FTC and supporters of the new rule, 
advertising would result in greater competition and 
hence lower prices for eye care for consumers, 
especially low- income families who need glasses but 
can’t afford them. They point out that the rule change 
would not force eye care specialists to advertise or give 
out information about prices but only permit them to do 
so if they wished. 
Opponents object that advertising would be demeaning 
to eye care professionals, could result in lower quality 
goods and services and could lead to such undesirable 
consequences as bait and switch tactics by irresponsible 
people.

BUSINESS AND 
SOCIETY 
Reports of the birth of a new sense of corporate social 
responsibility have not been exaggerated. 
Business executives are accepting greater social 
responsibility, if only because they are convinced that 
society will demand it of them during the balance of the 
century. This is the major finding of a survey by 
American Management Associations. 
A recently published report entitled “ Business and 
Society, 1976-2000” by John L. Paluszek, president of a 
New York public relations counseling firm, is a sum­ 
mary and analysis of the opinions of 644 company 
presidents across the country. 
A “fundamental change” is taking place in the 
relationship between business and the society it serves, 
says Paluszek. Today, 86 per cent of the companies 
surveyed are not only undertaking social responsibility 
programs 
mandated by the government but are 
initiating voluntary and “anticipatory” programs as 
well. 
Asked where they expect increased social pressures on 
business during the next five years, majorities or near 
majorities of the presidents cited such things as 
changing aspirations of minority groups and women, 
improvement of the physical working environment, job 
enrichment programs, better consumer relations and 
increased employe participation in decision making, 
Significantly, more than 68 per cent of the presidents 
surveyed agreed that “We have reason to be concerned 
whether the corporation as we know it will survive into 
the next century.” 
“The corporation will either transform itself,” the 
report concludes, “or be transformed by the agents of the 
public into a unit that formally and continuously con­ 
siders the desires, needs and concerns of the individual 
and forms its policies accordingly.”

close to the late Howard Hughes 
agree on at least one thing: Jean 
Peters was the only woman he 
ever loved and probably the only 
woman who ever loved him. 
The brooding billionaire met 
her, according to our sources, at 
a party in the late HMDs As she 
burst 
into stardom, 
Hughes 
assigned a bodyguard-^ to 
stick close to her when her film- 
work 
took 
her 
away 
from 
Hollywood. 
This constant companion 
reported back to Hughes how the 
actress 
spent 
her 
time. 
Sometimes, she would step out 
with other stars such as Joseph 
Gotten and Marilyn Monroe. 
More often, she would stay in 
her room and work on crossword 
puzzles 
Our sources say Jean Peters 
was annoyed over the Hughes 
watchdog 
and 
the 
stage 
whispers he generated. But the 
bullions ire insisted that the 
security man stay at her side. 
In the 
mid-1950s, 
a 
man 
named Stuart Cramer sat down 
next to her on an airliner. They 
became 
friends 
and were 
married. 
Far off in Miami, holed up in 
the old Columbus Hotel, Hughes 
continued to keep watch on the 
attractive 
actress. 
Once he 
dispatched a security man to 
observe the Cramers on a 
fishing cruise. 
It turned out to be a short, 
Hollywood 
marriage, 
lasting 
only about a month About two 
years 
later, 
Jean 
Peters 
abandoned her acting career, 
became Mrs. Howard Hughes 
and 
disappeared 
into 
his 
shadowy world 
Our sources caught fleeting 
glimpses of their strange life 
together. They leased a home, 
for example, in Bel Air , Calif. 
But before Hughes selected the 
house, he ordered round-the- 
clock guards to keep people out 
of six prospective mansions 


They remained empty for three 
months 
until 
Hughes 
was 
satisfied that they were germ­ 
free. 
Then Mrs Hughes moved into 
one of the mansions, followed a 
week 
later 
by 
the 
quirky 
Hughes He arrived, wrapped in 
a blanket, slumped on the floor 
of his limousine. 


It is typical of the Hughes 
story that the description of his 
unusual arrival was provided by 
an associate who now won't talk 
about it. He is Mike Conrad, a 
private investigator who worked 
for Hughes for 18 years 
There is no question about the 
report he gave to others But he 
wouldn't discuss it with our 
associate, 
Bob 
Owens, 
who 
located him at his home in 
Thousand Oaks, Calif. "I have a 
deal with the Hughes people not 
to talk about him,” he said 
bluntly "They own my house 
and I owe them money .” 
But from other sources, we 
learned 
that 
Hughes 
rarely 
emerged from his bedroom 
Over his door was a red light, a 
throwback to his Hollywood 
producing days, warning others 
in the house to stay out The light 
remained on constantly 
Once a nine-year old visitor, a 
relative of his wife, burst in on 
Hughes in innocent disregard of 
the red light. Tty* shocked 
billionaire, clad only in a sheet, 
called lo an aide. 
"What is it?” asked Hughes in 
bewilderment. After a moment 
at silence, he demanded that the 
aide "get it out of here, but don't 
hurt it.” 
Aides abo once heard Hughes 
arguing with his wife over a 
window that she had opened in 
his bedroom She explained that 
he ought to have some fresh air, 
but he gruffly ordered her to 
close it. 
While Hughes closeted himself 
in his bedroom, Jean tried to 
behave like a normal housewife. 
One Sunday, she dispatched an 
aide to buy a mop so she could 
tidy up behr d the servant* But 
the billionaire’s wife had no 


New Hampshire next fall will be 
lowered by $680 from $5,665 to 
$4,985, says Dr. Ira Goldenberg, 
president of the 265-student 
liberal arts college located in the 
White Mountains.

As quickly as it takes a con 
man to find a leak in your roof, 
you should be able to spot a 
fault in his sales pitch if you 
know what to look for. 
Home improvement is a 
common investment during 
the spring, but it brings with it 
the few dishonest home repair 
salesmen who prey on the 
unsuspecting homeowner. 


If you 
are considering 
having improvements made on 
your home this year, don’t 
leave yourself open to these 
kinds of schemes: 
-The door-to-door salesman 
who insists that you must sign 
the contract and make the 
down payment immediately to 
obtrain his “ specially priced” 
offer. One Missouri family 
paid the required $150 as down 
payment after the salesman 
told them the siding would be 
put on their house in two 
weeks They never heard from 


him again. 
The telephone 
number and address he left 
wer fake and there were no 
records of the company he 
claimed he represented. 
-The salesman who scores you 
into buying a new roof because 
the roof on your house now is 
structurally 
unsound and 
likely to collapse any day. 
-The model home pitch to 
make 
your 
house 
the 
“ showcase” 
of 
the 
neigh­ 
borhood. In this scheme, the 
salesman 
offers 
to 
make 
improvements to your home 
“ at cost” because he wants to 
use it as a model home in the 
area, serving as good ad­ 
vertisement. 
He even may 
offer to pay you a commission 
for each person who sees your 
home and then buys the same 
service. Despite his sincere 
appearance, 
these 
plans 
seldom work that way. 
lf you plan to have work dane 
on your home, take time to 
shop carefully for the best 
service 
Obtain at least three 
bids on the work required from 
local 
firm s 
with 
good 


reputations who will be around 
later should problems develop 
as a result of the work. 
The contract should include 
all the specifications of the 
work you want completed and 
the material to be used. Don't 
assume anything; get it in 
writing 
Make 
sure 
the 
contract 
includes an expected date of 
completion. It would be good to 
include a “ hold back" clause 
which means you would not 
have to pay the last IO or 20 per 
cent until the job is completed. 
The contractor should have 
property 
damage 
liability 
insurance which protects you 
if a neighbor or other outsider 
is injured in the construction 
area. He should have work­ 
men’s 
compensation 
which 
covers injury of his own em­ 
ployees while working on your 
property.

NEW YORK (AP) — Peace 
reigned in the National Basket­ 
ball Association today for the 
first time in six years following 
the finalization of a four-year 
collective 
bargaining 
agree­ 
ment. 
The agreement, announced 
Monday by NBA Commissioner 
Larry O’Brien and Larry Flei- 
sher, general counsel for the 
players association, at a joint 
news conference added gener­ 
ously to the players’ already 
lucrative financial benefits. 
It was the first time since 
1970, when Oscar Robertson 
and several other players filed 
a class action suit against the 
NBA, that peace prevailed in 
the league. 
The Robertson suit was set­ 
tled out of court two months 
ago in Philadelphia during the 
All-Star break It only needs to 
be approved by Judge Robert 
L. Carter of Southern District 
Court in New York to be final­ 
ized. The judge is expected to 
be presented the papers for 
signing within the next week. 
Meanwhile, O’Brien disclosed 
that Judge Carter had sug 
gested the NBA and American 
Basketball Association explore 


the possibility of resolving out 
of court another lawsuit — the 
ABA’s antitrust action against 
the NBA. 
The suit is scheduled to be 
tried in Judge Carter’s court on 
June I, but both sides have 
asked for extensions — the 
ABA until June 15 and the NBA 
until 
September. 
The 
suit 
charges the NBA with engaging 
in monopolistic practices de­ 
signed to drive competitors out 
of business. 
Following Judge Carter’s re­ 
quest for settling the ABA suit 
out of court, O’Brien said, “I 
would anticipate hearing from 
ABA Commissioner (Dave) De- 
Busschere in that context. If 
anything is forthcoming in that 
area, I would relay it to the 
owners of the NBA. The judge 
has recommended that we talk, 
and both sides want to comply 
with the judge's wishes, 'file 
potential 
for 
communication 
should be explored.” 
Should that suit be settled, 
there still would be another le­ 
gal barrier blocking the two 
leagues from accomplishing a 
long-discussed 
merger 
That 
would be a suit by the ABA 
Players 
Association 
filed 


against the NBA, its member 
teams, the ABA and two of its 
teams, the New York Nets and 
Denver Nuggets. The suit chal­ 
lenges the draft and other re­ 
lated practices that affect con­ 
ditions of ABA players. 


The ABA often has expressed 
a desire to merge with the 
more established NBA, but the 
NBA has been opposed. In fact, 
the NBA’s Board of Governors 
voted unanimously during the 
All-Star Game to oppose merg­ 
ing with any other pro basket­ 
ball league. 
O’Brien stressed Monday that 
the league’s position on that 
matter has not changed 


The settlement, replacing one 
which expired last June I, in­ 
creased 
minimum 
salaries 
from $20,000 a year to $30,000 
through the 1978-79 season, hik­ 
ed the playoff pool $50,000 to $1 
million this year and $50,000 for 
each of the next three years, 
and raised pension benefits 
from $60 to $75 a month, effec­ 
tive at age 50. 
The NBA players already are 
the highest salaried athletes in 
sports, earning an average of 
$109,000 a year.

He says his weekly 
average of invitations for free 
meals from lobbyists is “three 
or four.” 
The traditional image of the 
lobbyist as a payoff artist and 
influence peddler is changing; 
he is more involved in the

votes. 
But money still is important 
because it gives the lobbyist 
access to the legislator. A free 
meal is an opportunity for the 
lobbyist and legislator to talk.

"The independent voter is not 
disposed to register as readily 
as those belonging to either of 
the two major political parties,"

Poverty level,

WASHINGTON (AP) - Mil­ 
lions of Americans once looked 
at an income of $100 a week as 
a major benchmark, a sign of 
middle class success.

The rising cost of living

ment's definition of poverty will 
go up about $500 to nearly $5,-

partment reported today. 
The Labor Department said it 
will use the higher income lev 
els in determining eligibility for 
its employment and job train 
ing programs, effective April I 
The $5,500 figure is the same 
as a preliminary estimate of 
the Census Bureau, which will 
issue its own poverty definition 
in June or July, according to 
Amo Winard, a staff assistant 
at the bureau. 
The 1975 poverty level was 
$5,038 for a non-farm family of 
four The Census Bureau said 
there were 24.3 million persons 
living below the poverty level 
last year, equal to about 12 per 
cent of the population. The 
number of Americans living be ;

had increased 5.6 per cent from 
a year earlier. 
Winard said the bureau won t 
know how many persons are

Bill which would allow 
counties to adopt the 
home-rule policy is dying

JEFFERSON QTY - A 
proposed constitutional amen­ 
dment designed to provide 
counties with the option of 
home rule appears to be dying 
a slow, silent death in the 
Missouri Senate. 
The proposed amendment 
was 
the 
first 
piece

legislation to be approved by 
the House this session, but it 
has since become stalled in 
the Senate 
Local Govern­ 
ments Committee chaired by 
Sen. 
Lawrence Lee, D-St. 
Louis. 
And Rep. Vie Downing, D- 
Bragg City, sponsor of the 
amendment, 
is not happy 
about the situation. 
“I don’t think ifs very 
democratic of the Senate,” he 
said. ‘‘One way or the other, 
they should at least vote on the 
bill.” 
The home rule act is a 
proposed amendment to the 
Missouri Constitution to allow 
counties to 
adopt charter 
forms of government. 
If 
approved 
by 
the 
legislature, the amendment 
would 
be 
placed 
on 
the 
November general election 
ballot where it would have to 
be approved by a majority of 
the state’s voters. 
A county, if it received the 
approval of its voters, would 
then be able to exercise all 
powers 
and 
duties 
not 
specifically 
prohibited 
by 
state law. 
Presently, 
only 
counties 
with a population of more than 


85,000 may adopt a home rule 
charter. 
As chairman of the com­ 
mittee, the decision to begin 
discussion on the amendment 
will be made solely by Lee. 
And when asked when, or if, 
the 
amendment 
will 
be 
debated, Lee would say only, 
“I don’t know yet; I haven’t 
decided.” 
Since the act is a proposed 
constitutional 
amendment, 
Senate 
President 
Pro-Tem 
William 
Cason, 
D-Clinton, 
could have assigned the bill to 
a committee headed by Sen. 
Don Minford, D-Kansas City. 
Downing said he would have 
preferred to have had Man- 
ford’s committee handle the 
act. “I asked Sen. Cason to 
give the bill to Manford, but 
for some reason it was placed 
in Lee’s committee,” he said. 
Cason said Lee’s committee 
was given the bill ‘‘because 
the primary' thrust of the bill 
had to do with local govern­ 
ments.” 
But Manford said his con­ 
stitutional amendments com­ 
mittee could easily have han­ 
dled the bill. ‘‘The assignment 
of bills has been really weird 
this session,” he said. 
Downing 
said 
that 
if 
hearings could begin on the 
bill within the next two weeks, 
then 
‘‘there’d 
still 
be 
a 
chance” 
to pass the 
bill 
this session. 
Chances are, however, that 
the amendment will expire in 
its present location at the end 
of the session at midnight 
April 30.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
Patricia Hearst, her final sen­ 
tencing for armed bank rob­ 
bery delayed, prepared today 
for a 90-day psychiatric eval­ 
uation that could be crucial in 
her bid for freedom. 
Authorities plan to take Miss 
Hearst from the jail cell that 
has been her home for seven 
months and fly her to Los An­ 
geles Wednesday for a pretrial 
hearing on state charges of kid­ 
nap. robbery and assault. The 
charges stem from a crime 
spree there a month after the 
San Francisco bank holdup of 
which she was convicted. 
After what is expected to be 
a brief court session, she will 
move on to the Metropolitan 
Correctional 
Center 
at 
San 
Diego where she will undergo 
lengthy 
court-ordered 
psy­ 
chiatric examination. 
U.S. District Court Judge Oli­ 
ver J. Carter, at the request of 
defense attorney F. Lee Bailey, 
ordered the additional testing 
Monday. 
As a formality, he sentenced 
the newspaper heiress to the 


maximum 35 years in prison — 
25 years for armed bank rob­ 
bery and IO years for use of a 
firearm in a felony — to meet 
the requirements of the law al­ 
lowing the extended psychiatric 
examinations. 
But Carter made clear that 
he would reduce the sentence 
after the final reports on Miss 
Hearst’s 
San 
Diego 
exam ­ 
ination are submitted. “ How 
much. I’m not now prepared to 
say,” he told attorneys. 
He noted that he has said be­ 
fore that the maximum sen­ 
tence he would consider is 25 
years, with any prison terms 
for the two counts running con­ 
currently. 
He specifically urged Miss 
Hearst to cooperate fully with 
prison psyciatrists, saying it 
would be a factor in determin­ 
ing “ the nature of the modi­ 
fication" of her punishment. 
“ The court finds that it re­ 
quires more detailed informa­ 
tion before it can make a final 
determination of sentence to be 
imposed," the judge said. 
The U.S. Bureau of Prisons 


will designate the psychiatrists 
who will examine Miss Hearst, 
22, and submit a report to Car­ 
ter. If necessary, Carter may 
extend the deadline another 90 
days. 
The judge’s options of sen­ 
tencing the onetime kidnap vic­ 
tim range from a maximum 
penalty to simple probation. 
Carter, 
however, 
strongly 
hinted during Monday’s 35-min­ 
ute court session that he is not 
leaning toward leniency at this 
time. 
He said the weight of the evi­ 
dence during her eight-week 
trial supported the verdict that 
Miss Hearst willingly joined 
her 
Symbionese 
Liberation 
Army kidnapers in a terrorist 
bank robbery on April 15, 1974, 
IO weeks after her abduction. 
She was convicted March 20, 
even though she tearfully testi­ 
fied she was threatened with 
death if she did not participate 
in the holdup. 
U.S. Atty. Jam es L. Brown­ 
ing Jr., who prosecuted the 
case, did not speak and had no 
comment for reporters.

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
“ affordable home,” as builders 
sometimes call it, is one of the 
most beneficial consequences of 
the late and unlamented reces­ 
sion of 1974-1975. 
Benefits? Yes, recessions do 
help us out in a way, a very 
painful 
way, 
by 
correcting 
some of the excesses of price 
and demand. Both those ex­ 
cesses were evident 
in 
the 
housing market. 
The typical new single-family 
dwelling swelled in size in the 
late 
1960s 
and 
early 
1970s 
through the addition of the 
guest room, the family room, 
the extra bath, the eat-in kitch­ 
en. The home was becoming 
the castle, 
Labor and m aterials prices 
were rising at the sam e time, 
and gradually the typical home 
price rose from the low-and 
mid-$30,000 range up into the 
$40,000-plus 
category. 
Taxes 
and interest rates were rising 
too. 
The American dream became 
wishful 
thinking; 
it 
became 
unaffordable, and home starts 
collapsed from a peak of 2.4 


million units in 1972 to fewer 
than I million in the first quar­ 
ter of this year. 
Back to the drawing boards 
went builders all over America, 
seeking to design homes whose 
prices would be in line with in­ 
comes. Potential buyers at the 
sam e time were lowering their 
demands. 
So, out of the recession cam e 
a graudal return to sanity in 
the housing market. Builders 
all over the country today are 
offering houses that actually 
cost less than those of two 
years ago. 
Some of the economies were 
obtained by shrinking the size 
of the unit, eliminating extras, 
substituting good for expensive 
cabinets, eliminating the ga­ 
rage, leaving the attic unfinish­ 
ed. But this was only part of 
the story. 
Builders recognized also that 
economies could be produced 
through changes in their own 
business practices — by elimi­ 
nating waste, ordering m ate­ 
rials more sensibly, scheduling 
work better, marketing the pro­ 
duce more intelligently. 


One company, Kaufman and 
Broad, a major builder, now 
claim s it has brought prices 
down to a $29,000 to $36,000 
range, affordable by families 
with income of $15,000, whereas 
the $40,000-plus price of a few 
years ago required a $20,000 in­ 
come. 
Meanwhile, savings and loan 
asociations and other lenders 
are loaded with funds to lend, 
and interest rates are settling 
lower generally under 9 per 
cent, making home financing a 
slight bit easier. 
Again, the influx of money to 
the lending institutions is a di­ 
rect consequence of the reces­ 
sion. People save — or attempt 
to save — during insecure eco­ 
nomic times, thus preparing 
the financing for the next up­ 
turn. 
The lessons of thrift and effi­ 
ciency and prudence that are 
learned in recession have a 
way of disappearing again as 
times get better 
But for the 
time being, Americans can take 
advantage of the healthier situ­ 
ation. 
Brighter outlook causes 
delinquency in payments 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In­ 
creased consumer confidence is 
spurring a climb in delinquency 
rates on homebuyers' mortgage 
payments, analysts say. 
The delinquency rate is high­ 
er now than it has been at any 
time since June 1966, the U.S. 
League of Savings Association 
said 
Wednesday. 
Even 
so, 
homebuyers who are behind on 
payments can take comfort in 
other statistics that show the 
foreclosure rate is dropping 
The league attributes the ris­ 
ing delinquency rates to the 
fact that consumers are now 
purchasing cars and other ex­ 
pensive items they held off buy­ 
ing during the recent recession 
And that s a good sign, the 
league contends. 
“ We 
don’t 
think if s any 
cause for concern,” a spokes­ 
man said. 
Postponing house 
payments is typical at the end 
of a recession, he explained 
The league said I 06 per cent 
of home mortgages it surveyed 
were 60 days or more behind in 
payments in February. That 
figure is up from 1.03 per cent 
in January and the highest 
since a I 08 per cent rate a dec­ 
ade ago. 


Statistics began showing the 
nation was recovering from the 
recession as early as last May. 
For unemployed homebuyers 


who still haven’t experienced 
the turnaround, the rising mort­ 
gage 
delinquency 
rate 
may 
bode well.
